SPANISH CltUISEU LOST. 



Wreck of a Government Warship at 
the Entrance to 
Havana. 

Admiral Delgado Parejo Drowned 
With a Number of Officers 
and Men. 



Havana, Sopt. 19.— Tho orulaer Barcaste- 
gui was wrooked at midnight in a collision 
with tho morohanb ateamor Mortera, in the 
oanai at the entrance of tho port of Havana. 
Tho cruiBer haB boon employod in govern- 
ment businosa botwoon diffaront parts of the 
iBland of Cuba. Sao waB a third-claas 
cruiser, carrying five heavy and two rapid- 
fire guna. She was of 1,000 tona displace- 
ment and 1,100 horsepower onglnos. She 
was built in 1S70. She loft for Havana at 
midnight with Admiral Delgado Parejo on 
board. Oa roaching tho mouth of tho har- 
bor close to Moro fort, the Barcastegui 
camr. in oolliBion with tho Mortera, a coast- 
wlao atoamer. The Mortora atruok tho 
cruiBor on tho starboard Bide and bo badly 
ii.jurod her that eho sank at onco, Tho 
Mortora, though ao badly injured, stood off 
to glvo assistance to those on board the 
Baroaatogui, and with her boats aaved tho 
greater part of tho crew. General Parejo 
and a number of officers and thirty-six Boa- 
men were drowned, 

Dalgado Parojo was commander of tho 
Spaniah naval forces in Cuba. The body 
lies in stale in tho chapel in tho Marine hoB- 
pital upon an imposing catafalque watched 
over by a guard of marines, Several maaBOB 
wero said In the ohapel during the day. Tho 
dead admiral's funeral chamber was visited 
by thousands of all grades of society, 
tho otream of the mourning popula- 
tion being almost uninterrupted. 
Eiglty magnificont floral wroathB from 
the municipal authorities, publio in- 
stitutions, socio: i)B, clubs; and particular 
friends of tho deceased, were laid on tho 
bior. ThiB aftornoon Captain Francisco 
Vbanzo, commander of the ill-fated cruiaor, 
was buried with the honors duo his rank. 
During the passage of tho funoral procos- 
aion tho streets wore filled with vast throngB 
of people, and tho funeral earriago waB 
hoapod with wreaths from the authorities 
and from friends of the deceased. A batal- 
lion of volunteera, with a band, acted as an 
escort, and a long line of carriages, filled 
with mourners, followed tho body to the 
grave. 

Admiral Delgado Parejo, aa the last man 
to leavo the cruiBer, was being taken oil in 
a row boat which were about bo start for 
shore, when tho snotion oaused by tho sink- 
ing of the Barcastegui, carried tho boat 
down and all on board was drowned. The 
total loss of life ia now Bot at 46. Tho Aroh- 
bishop of Santiago de Cuba and the Biahop 
of Havana have eont wreathB to bo placed on 
thecoffinof AdmiralParejo. The gay Btroam- 
ore and flags that have deooratod the city in 
welcome of tho soldiers who have arrived 
from SpaiD, have been taken down and re- 
placed by draperies of blaok. The oity ia in 
mourniEg throughout for the admiral and 
(or the officers and crew. Tho extinguish- 
ing of the lights on board the cruiser was 
undoubtedly the caueo of tho collision. It 
was occasioned by the stopping of the en- 
Bines to save the life of a sailor, whose arm 
had been caught in the dynamo. 

COLLISION AT SEA. 

Steamship "Edam'' Wrecked In the Ilrltlsh 
Channel— No Lives I oat. 

Plymouth, Sept. 19 — TheBtoamer Bores- 
ford has arrived here having in tow the 
trawler Vulture, of Brixham, and four 
ship's boats containing tho captain, crew 
and passongors of tho Netherlands Ameri 
can Stoamahip Co-'s steamship Edam, of 
Rotterdam, from New York, bound for Am- 
sterdam At 1 o'clock this morning the 
Kdam collided with the atoamer Turkestan 
50 miles southeast of Start Point. The col- 
lision ooourred in a dense fog. Tho Edam 
foundered and tho Turkestan was lost to 
view in tho frg. Tho captain, crow and 
paBsengorB of tho Edam took to the boats 
immediately aftor tho collision esoapod and 
woro piokod up by tho trawler. 

Tho Edam was Btruck amidships on tho 
port Bido, Her captain waa on tho bridge 
at the time. Ho had hoard tho Turkestan 
whistlo and roplied several times, Whon at 
last tho vessel loomed out of the fog it was 
too late to avoid a collision, but the captain 
signalled to roveree the engines and ordored 
everybody on deck. Ho directed that the 
passengers, ollioors and crow bo dividod in- 
to parties, ono for each of tho ship's boats. 
The boats woro lowerod without any panic 
Tho women and children woro handed down 
into thom, eomo of them but half drosaed. 
In tho moantimo tho boats from tho Turk- 
oBtan had arrived, and Capt. Drew, of tho 
Vulture, from Brixham, who had hoard tho 
crash, brought bin trawlor alongside tho fast 
sinking Edam. 

Capt. Drow, of tho Vulture, in an inter- 
view said that ho had just roaohod tho fish- 
ing grounds about fifteen miles northwest of 
tho Eddystono llghthouso, whtsn tho fog 
bonk oamo up. Hearing the sound of 
whistling, and a little Hater tho craBh of the 
vobboId in collision, ho horo immodiatoly in 
tho dirootion of the noiso. Tho night was 
bo dark that he waa unablo to see how lcrge 
tho veeaola wero, or whoro tho Turkestan 
Btruok tho Edam. Tho officers of the 
Edam would not talk of tho di 
aster, beyond saying that there was 
no panic on board tho stoamshlp, 
but that everybody kept perfectly cool. The 
Edam sank forty minutes after the oolliBion. 
Tho passongors wero all emigrants of the 
poorer olaaa and none of them could apeak 
English. Whon they roaohod Plymouth 
they presented a pitiable Bpeotaole, tho 
moot fortnnato of thom being only half olad, 
Tho passongors numberod 50 and the orew 
43.

Another Mission in China Wrecked 
by Natives-Death of Princess 
Battenberg. 



Italian Demonstration in Kome- 
French Force Landed at Para 
With Some Loss. 



London, Sopt. 19. — A despatch to the 
Tlmea from Hongkong Bays that tho Basle 
mission at Moillo, west of Swatan, waB 
wreoked on Monday. The foreigners had 
evacuated it owing to tho warnings thoy 
had received from other stations that 
thousands of rebels wero gathoring and loot- 
ing tho proporty of tho wealthy Chiuone. 
Tho troops sont to tho district to quell tho 
riBing wero withdrawn reoently Placards 
announco that the withdrawal was due to 
an English attack on Canton because of the 
rooent masBaores. 

The Dowager Princess of Battenberg 
whoBo aon Princo Henry of Battenberg, Is 
tho husband of Queen Victoria's youngeBt 
daughter, Princess Beatrice, is dead. 

A building in the courBO of erection in 
LIoBter Straaao Cuben in Brandenburg, Ger- 
many, collapBed to-day, burying Bixteen 
workmen in tho ruins. Nine of thom wero 
killed and tho othors severely injured. 

Representatives of all tho troops which 
took part in tho expedition which marched 
into Komo in 1S70 arrived there to day, 
each dotaohment bringing its colora. They 
wero rocoived by a number of generals and 
other officers. All of tho colors woro de- 
posited in tho Quirinal. 

A Rome dispatch to the Standard sayB 
that the Osservatore Romano announces 
that the Popo has reoeived from Cardinal 
Gibbons an address of protosb against the 
Roman fetos. 

A diapatoh to tho Daily Nowb from Bour- 
doaux Bays that the maohinory in the elec- 
tricity building at tho exhibition waB de- 
stroyed by fire at midnight. Other build- 
ings wero threatened. 

Che Chronicle's Romo corrcspondonb Bays 
that the announcement of subscriptions for 
tho ranBom of Rome and its restoration to 
the Popo is received with the greatest 
r'dlculo both by Italian offialals and by tho 
Vatican, It ia rogarded as a bad joke, es- 
pecially bo while the celebrations aro pro- 
ceeding. 

Dispatches from Para state that a Frenoh 
force has landed north of Amapa, and haa 
blocaded Zounani, cloae to where the firing 
ooourred laBt May. Governor Gabral, who 
waB prominenb where bhe fighting ocourred 
last May, ia pro paring to assist tho French. 

An official despatch from Havana says 
that a courtmnrtlal has condemned the 
captain of the Amorican steamer MaBootte 
to eighb years and tho fireman to ten yeara' 
imprisonment at hard labor for landing car- 
tridges in Cuba for the inaurgents. 

Elovon Mussulman have boon arrested for 
being concerned in the attack upon the 
American St. Paul's college at Tarsus, 
which ooourred early in August, several 
students having boon maltreated and mis- 
sionaries threatened. — , — 



THE NEW ENEMY. 

Governor Altgeld's Sensational Speech on the 
Field of Cltattanoogtu 

Chattanooga, Sept. 19 — Governor Alt- 
geld, of Illinois, created a sensation at the 
monument dedication on tho field of Chatta- 
nooga, the concluBlon of his spoech being as 
follows : 

" Instead of an armed force that we can 
meet on the field, there is to-day an enemy 
that is invisible, but everywhere at work de- 
stroying our inatitutione. That enemy is 
corruption. It seeks to direct official ao- 
tion, it diotatos legislation and endeavors 
to oontrol tho oonstruotion of tho laws. It 
Books to control the press, to set faahionB and 
ahopo public Bontiment j it haa emasculated 
Amerioan politicB, and placea it on tho low 
piano of jugglory. The tondenoy is now for 
nolltica! parties to forsake principle and f j1- 
low oxpedienoy, and their platforms aro 
often drawn to ovado or straddle every live 
issue. Tho idea ia now to cajole rather than 
to convineo, to ignoro greab wrongB and 
wink at abuses, to court tho support of con- 
flicting intoroata, though it involves the de- 
ception of ono or both. Wb aro substitut- 
ing office-Booking and ofiico-holding for real 
achievements, and inBtoad of great oareors 
in public lifo wo are facing a harvest of slip- 
pery, blear-eyed and empty mediocrity, 
which glidoB into oblivion without tho 
assistance of death. To bo un oligiblo can- 
didate for office now often means to stand 
for nothing in particular and to represent no 
dofinito principle, but all things to all men 
and in the end to bo contomptibls. 

"Thirty-four years ago the call waa to 
fight an opon enemy in the field. To day 
our country is calling for men who will bo 
true to republican institutions at homo, 
Never before did thlB ropublio call ao loudly 
aa it) doos to day for a strong, sturdy man- 
hood that will stand up defiantly and dare 
to do right. For more than a decado tho 
tendency In this country has been toward a 
colorless and negative dilottanteiBm, having 
tho oountenanco" of tho Pharisee with the 
greed of tho wolf, and drawing all its in- 
spirations from the altar of concentrated and 
corrupting wealth. The flag has boon prais- 
ed at champagne dinners whilo the very pole 
from whioh it floatod was being eaton off by 
corruption and republican institutions wero 
boing stabbed to the vitals. A now gospel 
haa oome among us, according to whioh ' It 
Is mean, to rob a hen roosb of a hen, but 
plundering thousands make ua gentlemen.' 

" My friends, tho men of the past did 
their duty. Shall wo do ours ! They were 
asked to faoe death, You may have to face 
oalumny and obloquy. No man ovor served 
his country without boing vilified, for all 
who make a profit of Injustico will be your 
enemies. Bub as sure as the heavens aro 
high and justiao is oternal will yon triumph 
in the end."

Vancouver, Sept. 19 — Hon.Clarko Wal- 
lace, comptroller of oustomB, will bo horoto- 
morrow, on a tour of inspection. 

There waa a hoavy fall of snow In the 
mountains near Vancouver last night. No 
injury waB done by tho Wiggins gale last 
might in the harbor. Tho Btorm was nob 
violent here, but anchore wore lowered and 
jhipa were saved from being wrockod on 
ihore. A largo salmon scow waa swamped 
And sunk at Stovoston. The steamers Iona 
and Edgar had not been roported to-night 
and Home fears woro expressed. 

WESTMIJJSTEH. 

Nkw Westminster, Sept, 11).— At tho 
mouth of the river tho storm was tho worst 
lor many years. The wavea swept aarojs 
iho cannery wharves and dashed tho Bproy 
over the tops of tho buildings. Many 
jalroon boats were battered to piecoB by be- 
ing knooked tagetlior. The ship Wythop at 
CoRtoilo'd cannery broko from hor mooringa. 

Tho sad announcement wus made to-day 
o5 tho death of Garnet, 12 year old son of 
judge Bole, from typhoid fever. Garnet 
wau a bright intelligent lad and a favorito 
with all who know him. Tho news roaohed 
Judge Bolo whilo ho was in Victoria. 

Chief Thoodore Ackorman, of tho West- 
minstor fire departmoDt, who iu his ouicial 
cipaoity as Grand Chancellor, K. of P., of 
British Columbia, recently viaitod tho K. of 
P. lodges at Kamloops and Vernon, has juat 
returned, and statos that although ho found 
times rather dull he was greatly pleased 
with the evident fortuity of much of tho 
country viaitod. He waa surprised to find 
inch an extent of wheat land as he saw in 
tho Okanagan country and tho Spallumcheon 
valley. At both Kamloops and Vernon ap- 
ples and plums of very fine quality were 
aeen. Tho fruit troea wore apparently free 
from pests, aud aa a consequence, the fruit, 
apples particularly, was clean and very mar 
iofcable, both in fUvor and appearance. 
Orchards and gardens are irrigated, with 
isicellent results. The vegetables Been — 
iBspeoially tomatoes, of which tona were 
then on the vines— were equal in size and 
quality to anything ho had ever Boon in 
California,

liOHSLAND. 

(From the Roaaland Minor.) 
The men at work in the Deer Park mine 
broke into a body of clean ore Tuesday 
afternoon. A very satisfactory assay was 
Iknti from it and development will now be 
puahed forward with greater confidence 
than ever. 

Some high grade oro has been found on 
Ihe Alberta, a claim lying south of tho Iron 
Colt cn Columbia mountain, Free gold was 
found in some of the rook taken out thia 
last week. 

The Midway, a olalm on Stony areek, 
west of Blue's sawmill, has been bonded to 
E L. Sawyer, of Taooma, and will be do 
veloped at once. The vain has every ap 
poaranco of genuine fissure. An assay of $30 
lo gold waa had from tho surface. 

On the Monday, lying noxo to the Home- 
stake, a shaft is now down 42 feet and 18 
Inches of fine looking ore exposed at tho 
bottom. The last assay showed §9 in gold, 
$8 in silver and per cent, copper. 

The St. Elmo is looking well. The tun- 
nel at the east end is now about 40 foot in- 
to uie cliff and the faco is well mixed with 
ore. Solid ore may be exposed at any mo- 
ment. Some vory good concentrating ore 
ihowing $24 in gold haa been found near tho 
wast end of the claim, bub no work is being 
ioae there ab present. 

A new opening has boon made on the 
Homestako ledge nearly midway between 
the shaft and the short tunnel above. The 
ore waa found in solid mass near the surfaoo 
and a test showed 151 ounces in ellvnr aid 
312 in gold. 

J. L. Warner, of Seattle, haa purchased 
Jin one-third interest of D, J. Hughes in 
ih : O K mine, and haa boon on tho proper 
ty most of the week making suggestions as 
to development work, which is badly 
needed. 

Work on tho tunnel of tho Jumbo was 
commenced Tuesday, The opening for the 
tunnel waa mado »b>ut 225 feet down tho 
JM 1 and will glvo a dopth on tho ledge of 
350 foet. When the surface was cleared off 
1-ir the tunnel opening somo vory good look- 
lug copper was found. 

The forco on tho Robert E, Leo has been 
reduced to four mon, pending the arrival of 
)hu new pump and hoisting machinery. 
Exploration continues in the now surface 
openinga, from which aaaayB running from 
Jil to $55 in gold have been obtained. 
.Solid oro haa boon struck in tho now open- 
ing about 100 feet aouthoast of the Maid of 
Srin .tunnel, ab a depth of eighteen foot 
Irom tho aurfaoo. 

Some vory high asaaya are reportod from 
Iho Indiana Consolidated, sometimes called 
Iho Good Friday. A tunnol has been 
jtartod in on tho lodgo, which is of immense 
proportions, and ore found in considerable 
blocks that runs high iu Bilvor with a fair 
Talue in gold. 

Work ia to bo resumed on the Gorbrudo. 
Situated aa it ia, west of tho War Eiglo, it 
can hardly fail to catch ono or more rich 
jjold bearing lodges. Export mining mon 
havo no doubt that good oro will bo found 
ia that part of Rod mountain. 

A strike of much importance was made in 
No. 2 tunnel of the Cliff last Saturday. 
Two oaroful samplos woro takon from across 
tho face of the tunnol, and tho teat showed 
ono to be §25 25 In gold and copper, and tho 
other to be $31 25 In gold and ooppor. Tho 
percentage of copper In ono was 5, the per- 
centage of ooppor in tho other waa 9. 

The War Eaglo compressor is to bo located 
at the bottom of tho gulch oasb of tho pros- 
sub workings of the mine. A forco of men 
it oloaring tho ground and gotting the foun- 
dations ready for the now 200 hone power 
boilers. 

The showing on the Iron Horse la greater 
and more astonishing than ever. Oo Thurs- 
day a oharr.ber sixteen foot square had boon 
cub in the oro and no walls found. Throe 
craws of men are at work, ono in the faco 
of tho tunnol, ono in the couth end of tho 
cross out and ono in tho north end. On 
Thursday Mr. Humphreys knooked off half 
a bushel for a longth of two foet from tho 
.south sldo and an assay of thla showed $75

sample along five feet of the faco further 
north and the assay. of thia showed $46 in 
gold to the ton, making an average of $54 
for seven feet. 

The Roderick Dhu is now ooming rapidly 
into notice. A tunnel has beon run in 18 
feet on tho ledge from the Sheep oreek side 
of the hill. The ledge is four or five feet 
wide botweon very clean, well defined walla, 
and tho rock in the faco of tho tunnol is 
thoroughly Btreaked with mineral. It is a 
good concentrating ore, bat will no doubt 
soon turn into pure sulphide. 

The air is bad in the Centre Star tunnel, 
and pipo has boon ordered and will bo in 
place iu a few days when work will go on 
as usual.

Tho lace 
of tho tunnel, hoadod dirootly for the Le 
Roi, is in aolid oro of good grade.

Seizure Off the Const of Florida of a Contra 
bund Schooner— Spanish Troops 
at Havana. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 — Information 
reachod tho treasury department yeBterday 
of tho soizuro of the schooner Lark off Pine 
Key, Fla. Tho Spanish miniator to-day 
called ab tho atato department with a state- 
ment obtained from the Spanish oonaul at 
Key WoBt that the Lark was only a part of 
an extensive filibustering expedition fitting 
out in Florida wators, and asking that tho 
commanders of tho revenue outtora now on 
duty there bs inBtruotod to uao increased 
diligence in apprehending all offenders 
This Information waa transmitted to the de- 
partment of justice and also to the treasury 
department, and resulted in instructions 
being sent to the United States attorney 
and hla marshals, and alao to the customs 
oolloctors and commanders of the vessels of 
the revenue fleet, to use every possible 
moans to arrest and bring to justloe any of 
fenders against international law. 

Havana, Sepb. 19 —The steamer Santa 
Barbara has arrived hero with 1,000 soldiers 
and thirty-seven officers from Tetuan, 
Morocco. The troops were given a fine re 
ceptlon by the oitlzens of Havana The 
enthusiasm of the reception aooorded to 
these troopB waa indcaoribablo. Aa they 
marched through the atreet they were 
greeted by vast crowds, which included the 
most fashionable people of tho city, and 
were showered with flowers and cheered 
by the waving of handkerchiefs and fanB. 
They were presontcd with medals of tho 
virgin and with scapularies. Numberless 
people inslBtod on shaking hands with tho 
officers and soldiers and embracing them 
Genoral Campos haB arrived ab Santiago de 
Cuba.

A Fair Attendance at the Grounds iu 
Spite of Wiggins: 
Storm. 



ProfeBsor Robertson Gives a Practi- 
eal Address in the Dairy- 
Other Features. 



YosUrday unfortunately wbb cold and 
windy in the morning and towards noon 
clouds gathered and Wiggins' predicted 
storm broke out. This had a very appro- 
ciablo effect on the attendance, and Indeed 
under the circumstances it seemed surpris- 
ing that bo many people braved the woathor, 
whloh was of assorted kindB and included 
big hail atones, a thuudor shower and pUin 
unadnltoratod rain. The race track looked 
particularly forlorn for tho grand Btaud seats 
got wob and people preferred to remain out 
in tho rain. 

Prof. Robertson, the dairy commissioner, 
was at tho fair in the afternoon and made a 
short thoroughly practical address to people 
in the dairy building, 

Professor Robortson said he was glad that 
his other dutios had permitted him to re- 
visit British Columbia, and counted himself 
fortunate in being ablo to oomo whon thti 
exhibition gave him au opportunity of meet- 
ing many of tho farmers and of seeing thoir 
exhibits. Exhibitions of agricultural pro- 
ducts had great educational v-ilue. They 
illustrated the host that could bo grown and 
done, and stimulated farmers to do as well 
or better. The progress and prosperity of 
tho farming communities in Ekatoru Canada 
had baod greatly promoted by tho holding 
of agricultural exhibitions, and tho public 
men who gave of thoir timo and ability to 
manage thotn were public benefactors. 

British Columbia he considered to be tho 
prcvinoe of Canada which is richest in 
natural resources por head of Its population. 
He feared the magnificence and grandeur of 
the Bconic boauties of the provinoo made its 
people contemplative and meditative — to 
the extent of leaving them too fond of 
leisurely lives. To realize upon the un- 
developed agricultural resources, tho far- 
mers must produce those things in the sale 
of which they have Bomo advantagos over 
their competitors in the markets. 

For butter, cheese and other fine food 
products, they have tho advantago of a 
home market within the province. 

This glvea them over other producers tho 
advantago of freight charges, duty (as on 
butter or oheoso imported) and a dainty 
condition of product when it roaches the 
consumers, Daintiness will always secure 
the high-priood buyers. Somo commodities 
from farms onablo the farmers to Boll their 
skill and managing ability to advantage. 
Fine butter offers such on opportunity. Tho 
produotion and Bale of butter does not im- 
poverish tho soil of the farm. One ton of 
wheat carrioB off as muoh of the essential 
elements of fertility as 100 tons of butter ; 
one ton of hay exhausts land as much as the 
sale of S7 tonB of butter, wberoaB, when do- 
mestic animalB are fed on farm crops four- 
fifths of what they took from tho soil may 
be returned to it in the form of manure, 

He reoommended the growing of olover 
and horse beans for cheap nutritious feed 
for cattle and also, to onrloh the land. In 
the keoping of cows, the farmers can make 
money only by keeping tho cows giving 
milk for a long period every year — at least 
ten and a half months. The cow cannot 
oreate and doeB not destroy ; she merely 
changes feed into a more valuable, form. If 
she Is a poor oow she connumos without 
making the profitable change — juch as bay 
or cornstalks, into cream. Professor Rob- 
ertson then gave Borne detailed information 
on cowb and crops and promised to give a 
special leoture on the feeding of cows and 
other domestic animals at the exhibition 
this (Friday) afternoon, 

The Professor said that a growing demand 
was arising in the Northwest Territories 
and Manitoba for fruit from British Colum- 
bie, and ho predicted a large trade in the 
canned fruits from British Columbia, which 
were excellent in quality. Poultry was an- 
other profitable branch for farmerB to pay 
attention to, and reportB from tho experi- 
mental farms and tho dairy commis- 
sioner's office at Ostawa, giving information 
in detail on these subjeotp, would bo sent 
free to all farmers who applied. He expect 
ed tho farmera and their wives to use the 
travelling dairy while on tho Island, and to 
gain as much information as they could from 
the men in charge of it. 

After thiB Prof. Robertson gave au ex- 
planation of tho working of tho croam sepa- 
rator, showing simply how the cream and 
milk were separated and the advantago of 
tho Byetem over the ordinary method of 
Betting milk. 

Tho prize for tho cow giving the largest 
quantity of milk in twenty-four hourB of the 
exhibition was awarded yesterday, Mr. \V. 
H. Lawson's Jersey taking it with 29J lbs. 
of milk. Tho same cow took the prize for 
giving tho moBt butter fat with 1 GU 

Dr. Gcorgo H. Duncan, tho city modlcal 
health officer, and Sanitary Inspector Con- 
lin, have been taking lessons in testing milk 
with thoBabcock tester, from Mr. Ruddiok, 
who in in ohargo of tho travelling dairy. 
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one or two exceptions no attempt has been 
raado to pub it up in really attractive pack- 
ages. Somo of the bixoB In which the but- 
ter is paekod are woather-beaten, unsightly 
affairs, that detract very much from tho ap- 
pearance of tho otherwise nice looking but- 
ter inside. Then the old-fashioned round 
prints are nob as shapely for packing as 
tho square ones. One lot of butter, how- 
over, is very nicely put up in square prints, 
wrapped in butter paper, which losks neat 
and tasty. It would be well for the associa- 
tion to provide glass covered canes noxt 
year for the butter, for tho high wind of 
Wednesday fillod the building with dust ; 
besides, tho caao would keop poople from 
handling and poking holes iu tho prints, to 
the detraction of tho looka of tho butter. 

There are two tine lots of choose, both 
from Chilliwack ; ono from tho Uoion fac- 
tory aud tho other from Wells' faotory. 

Tho field produce and vegetables are iu 
tho same building aa tho dairy produce, The 
potatoos are remarkably nicu and somo of 
them enormouB, oop?clally " Rurals," 
weighing three pounds each, Bhown by A. 
Leech. Roots as a whole aro not quite as 
largo aB last yoar, owing to tho drynoss of 
thoBoaaon. A hugo Giant Rocker onion, 
pounds in woight, is a good companion 
piece to tho big potato. Trio vegetabloa all 
through aro a creditable part of the exhibi- 
tion.

Should Expect to Secure a Share 
of the Trade. 



The Rosalaod Prospootor roforring to the 
visit of the members of the Victoria Board 
of Trade, says : 

This la tho first timo that anything like 
an organized attempt hus been mado by the 
capital city to ascertain tho noeda, wishes, 
wants and capabilities of Kootenay'a trade, 
and it is to bo hopod that the rosultB of the 
expedition will be Batisfaotory to tho mer- 
chants of both Victoria and tho chief cities 
of West Kootonay. 

Tho board of trade haB obtainod rates 
from tho C. P. R. that will enable Victoria 
merchants to send goods into the country at 
prices equally as low au thoso from Spokane, 
and it is only fair and reasonable thab Vic- 
toria, the capital of tho provinoo, Bhould ox- 
pect to reap some bensfit from tho new and 
expanding irn''n uroatod by the discovery 
and dovelopniuiic of mineral wealth in tho 
province. 

Spokane will'always get Its Bhare of Koot- 
enay's trade unless the import duties aro 
conaidorably raised in this country, whioh 
tho majority of thinking Canadians would 
bo sorry to aoo. Wo in Kootonay, in com- 
mon with tho reBb of tho world, aro bound 
to buy in tho cheapest market, and if Spo- 
kane can supply us with goods only a frac- 
tion lower than Victoria, thon Spokane gots 
our trade. Tho smtimontal fjoling ru "The 
Old Flag " is not bo rampant in Canada no ib 
ia In tho StatOB, and it is open to conjeoturo, 
if tho oaeo was reversed and Victoria bad 
the whole trade of some populous mining city 
in Washington, whether Spokano would not 
bo crying out for an inoroaao in tho tariff to 
keep the foreigner oub. •

LOOK OUT. 

The news from Honolulu causoa some of 
ftbecitizons of Victoria to realize that there 
is danger of the oholera being brought to 
their city. Thia is a salutary kind of dread 
and we trust that it will produoo beneficial 
issnlta. VictorianB cannot begin too soon 
to take precautions agalnBt the oholera. They 
asionltl commence cleaning up at onoo and the 
City Council, whioh is also the Board of 
Health, should seo to it that those who do 
aot remove all accumulations of decompos 
inj; roattor from their premises at once 
should be compelled to do bo. If all parts 
of the town aro made clean and sweet 
there remains little more to be done ex- 
■cepb rigidly to guard against the entrance 
©I tho disease. This is the work of tho 
jjnarsntine department. The quarantine 
regulations are, we believe, Buffi 
ciently stringent if they are all 
enforced. San Francisco has, we eee, 
tikon the precautions necessary to pro- 
rant the cholera being brought to that 
i»rt by ships, and it is time thab tho 
3io»lth authorities cf Viotoria took the 
same measures. There is little use in olos 
lag one of the gates of the continent against 
tho disease if others are left open or allowed 
to remain ajar. 

When danger from oholera is imminent, 
i»hen there iB reason to suppose that it has 
affected an entranoe, people cannot be too 
^careful about what they eat and drink. 
Wat sr should be boiled before lb is used, 
filtering, we aro informed by a medical 
mar. of high standing, is of no use as a pro- 
Tentive. The filter does not strain out the 
oholera bacillus ; but boiling kills it. Milk, 
also, should be boiled before it is used. 
■Generally, nothing but oookad food should 
hi eaten. Fruit and raw vegetables should 
ho avoided. Bettor do wlthoub salada and 
icait dessert than run the risk of catching 
tho cholera. Forewarned should, in this 
matter of the oholera, bo forearmed. The 
dtiaena will never be sorry for having taken 
reasonable precautions againBb tho entranco 
»nd spread of tho disease ; but thoy may bit- 
terly regret — as othorB have done beforo 
khfa — not having done in time what is 
known to be effootive in keeping tho cholora 
oak of the country and preventing itsaproad, 
if l>y any chance it is allowed an entrance. 



aro often caused and aggravated by men 
who, for their own purposes, endeavor to 
create enmily between the two peoples.

AN AMERICAN VIEW. 

'Tho feeling ongondsrod by the boat build- 
ita' contest betweon tho Dofondor and tho 
y»lkyrio ia not likely to be produotivo of 
iinploaaant effocts that will bo lasting. Tho 
race is regarded in tho proper light ou both 
jldeB of tho Atlantic, We havo seen what 
tho English prose, greatly to its crodit, has 
jaid about it, and wo find that tho bost and 
kho most influential of tho American papers 
do not attach much importance to it from a 
national point of view. This is how tho 
2Jew York Timos oommenta on tho viotory : 

The oup is oura. We have won it in one 
ttroight raco, a Iluke, and a walkover. 
That's throo out of fivo. Fortunately the 
other two will nover !>o Bailed. Othorwiae 
the complexities of protests and correspond- 
ence might involvo us in actual litigation, 
iho result of whioh, howover, would event- 
sally bo favorable to us, for are nob techni- 
calities the llfo of litigation, the very sonl of 
trado ? 

The ethioa of yachting may nob bo dis- 
tinctly understood, even by tho man of aver- 
age intelligence. Things may bo " mixed 
ap" in thia affair, bub out of tho mix up 
lho average mind manages to graBp two or 
three Ideas with a firmness that will nover 
i>o relaxed. 

The Dafonder won tho first raco fairly and 
iquaroly. 

The Valkyrie did ab tho outsob of tho 
second race foul tho Dofondor, unintention- 
ally, as overybody admitB. 

A protest waB entored by Mr. Iaolln, but 
ho sailed tho race just the same, and came 
within 47 seconds, orlpplod as tho Defender 
■was, of boating tho Valkyrie. What would 
havo bocomo of tho protest had the Defender 
ibeen 47 eeaonds ahead of tho Valkyrie no- 
body unfamlllarwlth tho laws of trado and of 
khe commercial spirit that dictates tbo 
methods of barter would pretend to say- 

Tha commlt'.eo'a decision was just. Dun. 



OUR AMERICAN COUSINS. 

It is surprising to boo tho miatakos that 
Bensiblo poople make and to observe tho 
errors and delusions that thoy ohorlsh. The 
very able editor of tho Portland Orogonian 
has got it into his head that tho British and 
tho Ameriaans hato each other— that thore 
is between them whatjho calle "a fundamen- 
tal antipathy." Ho saya : " It ia impossible 
to blink the fact that aa a people wo do nob 
like our British cousins and they do nob like 
ub. Constant and praiseworthy effort is 
made on both aides to ignoro this mutual 
sentiment of pordial dislike. We are bath 
tolerably civil and recognize the obligations 

of international courtesy But 

there is an underlying antagonisn, an inbred 
natural antipathy, which breaks ouo now 
and then through all these well-meant on- 
deavors of intoroat and politeness, and testi- 
fies to the fundamental and ondurlug senti- 
ments that divide the two peoples." 

When wo consider the origin of these two 
peoples who are bo antagonistic and whose 
fundamental antipathy and inbred disllko 
ate oontinually breaking through all re- 
attaints, we want to know very badly in- 
deed how these antipathies and hatreds be- 
came " fundamental " and "inbred." Tho 
groat bulk of the American poople ia com- 
posed of Englishmen, Scotchmen, Irishmen 
and Welshmen, who at different times emi- 
grated to the United Stotea, and their de- 
scendants. Is there anything in the atmos- 
phere of this oontinonb of North Americo 
Jhab is calculated bo to ohange the nature of 
Englishmen, Irishmen and Scotchmen and 
thoir children, that those who make the 
Unltod Statos thoir homo will naturally and 
spontaneously acquire a dislike or an anti- 
pathy to their kinsmen on the other side 
of the ocean ? There is, we find, no such 
element in the atmosphere whioh the people 
of Canada breathe. The complaint on this 
side of the line ia that the old countrymen 
and thoir children retain their distinctive 
peculiarities too long; that they are Eng- 
lishmen, Sootchmen and Irishmen rather 
than Canadians for a long time after Canada 
has become their country. How 
is it that love which continues undiminished 
so long on tho north side of the boundary 
lino is Boon transmuted into hato on the 
south aide ? 

Then In their intercourse with each other 
the antipathy and mutual dislike which our 
contemporary declares it cherished both by 
tho Englishman and the Amorioan 1b, if it 
exists, most skilfully conooaled. The Am- 
orioan speaks the same language as the 
British Bubjeob, he has read the same books, 
ho professeB tho same religion, and he haa 
pretty much tho samo ideas about popular 
Iiborty and bho rights of man. Tho truth 
is, when tho firab strangeness 1b worn off, 
and thoy gab pretty well acquainted with 
oaoh other, it requires ft little effort to ro- 
alizo thab they belong to different nations. 
Tho British subject born and reared in 
Gieat Britain, and the American citizen of 
British descent, if thoy are ab all discerning, 
soon 2nd out that the differences between 
thorn are few and superficial, and 
that tho agrcomentB und resemblances aro 
many and far below the surface 
Thoy, in fact, cannot holp sooing and ac- 
knowledging that in spite of all that has 
oomo and gone there are a hundred indica- 
tions to ahow that thoy aro blood relation?. 
Tho very namoa thoy bear testily in tho 
moat aignificant mannor to thoir kinahip. 

Wo are amazod to boo that our Portland 
contemporary assnrta thab tho Britiah sub- 
ject and the Unitod statoa citizen "repre- 
sent oppoaite political oxtromes.'' The 
bruth is that thoy represent different and 
exceedingly interesting developments of tho 
eamo political prlnaiplo. Both tho English- 
man and tho Amorioan boliovo thab tho peo- 
ple aro tho sourco of power, that a oountry 
Bhould bo govornod aocording to the well 
understood wiahea of the people. Tho Am- 
erican" h»»« Inherited thia prinoiplo ; it haa 
beon handed down to them from their Brib- 
lah ancestry. In Great Britain this prin- 
oiplo has devoiupod under a monarchi- 
cal form of govornmont ; in tho United 
Statoa it has boon fostered and maintained 
under republican institutions. The devel- 
opment has, wo boliovo, bBon mere svmrr.otrl- 
oal and moro comploto in monarchical Great 
Britain than ib haB boen in republican United 
Statoa. It waa only tho other day thab tho 
British peoplo overturned one government 
and put another In its plaoo in tho spaco of 
a few weeks. Tho change was thorough and 
complete. It would have taken the people 
of tho Unitod StatoB two yoara to produce 
tho aame result, and that, too, under cir- 
cumstances moro than ordinarily favorablo 
to tho majority. 

There aro, of course, differences betweon 
tho poople of tho United States and the 
people of Great Britain. Tho difforoncoa 



Exception haa been taken to the asaortion 
mado by Sir C. H. Tuppor thab Canada haB 
the right to govern itaolf wrongly. This 
seomB to us to bo a moro statement of fact 
with which no sensible man would think of 
finding fault. It was simply another way 
of saying that Canada possesses the right of 
self-government. It is not to be supposed 
that evory oountry that haB tha right to 
govern itself always exercises thab right 
wisely and properly. As a matter of faot 
they all mako blunders moro or Iojb serious, 
but no ono fnr a moment claims that they 
have not tho light to do wroDg Bomeblmes. 
The facb is tho blunders that nations make 
aro a very important parb of thoir political 
eduoation. What they suffor from doing 
wrong opens thoir eyos and makes thorn 
careful nob to oommit tho same mistake 
again. " A burnt child dreads tho tiro," 
applies to nations ao woll as to individuals. 
Scorching the fingers has somebimos the 
effoot of preventing Berious diBastor. Those 
who aro Bhocked at the way in whioh tho 
Miniator of Justice said that Canada pas- 
aeaees tho power to govern itsolf bolong to 
the claBB who aro moro impressed by sound 
than by sense.

Another seizure is said to have been 
made, but Captain Gilbert who reports a 
rumor to that effect, could not get it aon 
firmed. This may prove as unfounded aa 
thab previously brought in concerning 
tho Ainoko, for looal sealing men, 
in view of tho continued absence 
of the Ainoko, now entirely discredit 
tho rumor of her 3eizure. Tho sealer now 
reported in trouble is the Libbie, command- 
ed by Capb. Fred. Haakebt and owned by 
hia brobhor, Chas. Hackett. She is a Nova 
Sootia Bohooner and one of tho staunchesb 
and finest aB well as one of the largest of bhe 
fleeb. Bolng within bhe 60-milo limit is the 
offence said to bo charged against her. Capb. 
Dan. McLean, who has now charge of a San 
Franolsco schooner, is said to havo conveyed 
bhe news to Capt. Gilbert on the 25th of 
laab month, a fow daya after bhe supposed 
seizure. 

CAUGHT IK TUB GALE, 

Although having left here on timo ib was 
after 1 o'olook yesterday afternoon when 
the Charmer reached Vancouver. She was 
exactly six hours and forty minutes cross- 
ing the gulf and the facb that she returned 
bo porb lust evening wibhoub the slightest 
injury speaks much for the excellent sea- 
manship ol hor skipper, Capt. Rudlln. The 
Charmer enoountored one of the worst seas 
aho ever encountered in going up to tho 
Terminal City yesterday and the eeverity of 
the gale waa felb in earnest on 
the gulf. Headway could hardly be 
kopb on the steamer and her noee 
had to be kept to the gale continually. 
Capb. Rudlin says the wind blow as heavily 
as he has ever known in Vancouver yoator- 
day morning and now snow was to be seen 
plentifully on tho mountains surrounding 
the city. 

ARRIVED WITH YESTERDAY'S GALE. 

The steamer Misohief, Capt. H. R. Foot, 
which roturned from Quatsino and other 
Weat Coaab points yeBtonliy afternoon, re- 
ports a remarkably rough run homeward, 
the storm from the west boing the worst in 
many years. It- Beb in ab 10 o'alock on 
Wednesday nlghb, whon bhe Mischief wai 
off Clayoquot, and prevonted hor calling as 
usual at Clayoquot and Euculob. With the 
wind astern tho Mischief came home from 
Clayoquot In less than fifteen hours — a dis- 
tance, of 140 miloa. Salmon from Quatalno 
formed tho homeward cargo, and it waa 
while loading this freighb that Captain Foob 
heard of a heavy run of mackerol on tho 
coast a fow days ago. This is tho first visit 
of the genuino mackeral to the coast of Van- 
couver island that baa yet beon heard of.

'The Same Women After AH — Women With 
Painted t'Uces— ProffTosoIve German \V»- 
men— A fiood Time to Buy Furs— Mrs. 
-Theodore Thomas. 

Dr. Lillias Hamilton is an exception 
iu iho ranks of British med'cal women 
who have not, as a rule, made the prog- 
ress that have American women in tho 
Hiinio profession. Hor strong face shows 
soiiio of tlio reasons of her success. Dr. 
Hamilton, in an interview with a cor- 
respondent of Black and White, tolls tho 
story of hor appointment ns medical at- 
tendant to tho shahzada. After protract- 
ed sorvico at the head of tho Dnfferin 
hospital, in Calcutta, she felt tho need 
of a holiday. She heard that tho ameer 
of Afghanistan wanted a specimen of 
English womanhood in Kabul as a 
model for tho ladies of that city, and as

Afghanistan is proverbially healthful 
she wont to Kabul for her holiday, 
"not," as she says, "as a doctor, but 
as a lady specimen. " 

Tho ameer gave her a protty houso in 
tho middle of a groat garden in tho vil- 
lage near KabuL 

Sho used to pay visits to (ho harem to 
bo inspected as a "specimen, " and for 
the sako of occupation sho would pre- 
scribe for tho villagers when they were 
sick. One day tho ameer was suffering 
severely from gout, and sho prescribed 
for him so successfully that ho adopted 
hor as his daughter as well as his med- 
ical advisor. In her recent trip to Eng- 
land with tho ameer's son she has had 
to send weekly reports to Kabul on tho 
condition of tho young man's health. 
Sho has returned to Afghanistan with 
tho princo with great willingness, her 
stay there boing full of pleasurable in- 
terest Of tho ameer sho speaks in the 
highest terms, confirming auothor eulogy 
of him, that "his servants are his 
slaves, and those who like him love 
him. " 



The Same Women After All.

want anew bonnet or two for every sea- 
son of tho year, fall iu love, swing on 
front yard gates, talk sweet nothings to 
her best fellow, got married, have 
babies, aud in all other respects do 
about as young ladies do nowadays. 

The new woman, as painted, is a 
myth. Time changes fashions and cus- 
toms, and education and invention open 
now fields for the employment of wom- 
en, enlarge their sphere of action and 
usefulness, offer them a wider field in 
which to display their power and worth 
and to assert their God given rights 
that man in his ignorance has withheld 
from them.

Progressive German Women. 

Two papers have lately appeared in 
Germany devoted to the interests of tho 
fair sex under tho titles of Die Fran 
and Dio Fraueu Bewegung, which 
may bo translated, Woman and Tho 
Woman's Movemont. They mark an 
epoch in that country. Up to within a 
few years the German woman was noted 
only for her domestic qualities and ac- 
complishments. Tho homo system of 
that land regarded hor merely as a fu- 
turo wife and mother aud trained and 
treated her accordingly. Tho education 
which the sex received in our own coun- 
try and England was almost unknown 
in tho land of tho kaiser. 

The wealth and luxury which follow- 
ed tho Franco-Prussian war and the 
elevation of Prussia into the German 
empire started a new set of forces in 
operation, which are still profoundly 
changing tho old customs and thoughts 
of that land. Nowhere is this more vis- 
ible than among tho women. They are 
now forming societies and clubs of all 
sorts and are following in tho footsteps 
of their American sisters. 

At the lafo world's council of women 
they wero represented by somo women 
of vast ability and high culture, who 
told tho story , to tho other delegates of 
tho social and intellectual changes that 
were transpiring in tho Rhinolands and 
of the appearance and development of 
tho new woman. One of tho leaders, the 
Baroness von Gezicki, said that in tin; 
past fivo years her countrywomen had 
organized themselves along every line 
which was used in England and Amer- 
ica, and that it was only a question of 
time before there would be an Imperial 
W. C. T. U. , an Imperial Council of 
Women and an Imperial Woman Suf- 
frage association in the fatherland the 
samo as in Great Britain and America.

'Anticipated Attempt to Make Out an 
Alibi Forestalled by the 
District Attorney. 



Oi'ffanist Xing Admits that It Had 
Been Snge/ested to Change 
His Evidence. 



San Francisco, Sept. 19 —The Durranb 
trial has bocomo the fashion. Society huB 
net its approval upon abtendanao at its bob 
siou». and yeaterday {or tha first time, an 
acknowledged bolle of Paoific Hoighta 
viewed the accused from o tront seat. Rova. 
0. Brown and D. Hanson Irwin were in 
ovidenca for the ohurob, while M. Artslmo- 
vitoh, consular representative of the Czar, 
looked on for the diplomatic) service. Miss 
(Turner's teslmony was considered Important 
by the prosecution. Tho fear was enter- 
tained by the distrlob attorney that from 
the toalimony of Mra. Leak the jury might 
gain tho impression that ib might havo bien 
Miss Turner and nob Blanche Lamonb who 
accompanied Durranb to tho church on tho 
afternoon of April 3 To remove bho possi- 
bility of doubt on this point Miss Turner's 
testimony waa available and it was thought 
advisable to use it. 

Edna Luolllo Turner testified that ahe 
was a member nf the Society of Chriabian 
Endeavor, of which Durrant was secrotary, 
and was a inembor of Emanuol churah. 
Thin the distriob attorney askod her this 
quostion : " Woro you in Emanuel church 
chu:ch with Theodore Durrant on the after- 
noon of Wednesday, April 3 ?" WitneBs 
replied: "No." There woro no further 
questions, no cross examination, and tho 
witnoso was then excuaod. 

George K. King, organist and associate of 
Durrant about Emanuel church, said he 
know Durrant well. Durrant waa assistant 
superintendent of the Sunday sohool and 
sometimes sang in the choir whe l wit- 
noss plaved the organ. On the afcornoon of 
April 3 King went into bhe oburoh to prac- 
tise a now piece. After he had been there a 
few minutes Durrant walked in. Durrant'a 
hair was dishove'ed, he was pale and agl at 
ed, and he looked ill. Ho had hi- coat and 
haD off. and explained his appearance by Bay 
ing that he had been repairing a leak in the 
gas pipes, and that ho had been overcome by 
gaa. 

The prosecution aoemed to emphasize 
alight discrepancies in the testimony of 
King, who was plainly using every moans 
in bis power to save his friend Durrant by 
omitting important parta in his teatimony. 
Everything that could be construed as in- 
juring Durrani's case could be extraoted 
from King only with the greatest difficulty, 
He had seen Durrant, ho admitted, after the 
preliminary examination, and also Durrant'a 
father and mother, with whom he had talk- 
ed over his tostimoay regarding Durrant on 
that) fatal afternoon. 

King, under the skilful questioning of the 
district attorney, finally admitted that ib 
had been suggested to him that he should 
change his testimony. A suggestion to 
change his testimony had beau made in 
the county jail by defendant, and in the 
offices of Durrant'a attorneys by Attor- 
neys Deuprey and Dickinson. This 
answer created a tremendous sensatioD. 
Deuprey exoitedly jumped to his feet and 
shouted that the wholo atory of hia endea- 
voring to change tho te8timony of the wit- 
neaa waa a myth in bhe brain of the witness. 
But, as if to disprove Denproy's remarks, 
District Attorney Barnea led witness to say 
that he (King) waa a oloae friend of Durrant 
and anxioua to see him acquitted. He Baid 
he had examined ail the gaa jets in the 
ohuroh after Durranb aaid gaa waa eacaping, 
but he could find no leak in any plauo. He 
had asked Durranb why he had not called 
for witness to help him fix tho gas, aa he 
had dote before, and Durrant had replied 
that he had nob had time. All the work on 
the gas fixtures bad been finished three 
days before, and everything was in good 
shape. 

The croBB-examinatioQ of King occupied 
tho rest of the day, and the court adjournod 
with him still on the stand. When King 
Iefb the stand during the recess he is said to 
have shaken hands with Durranb and asked 
him if lie felt nervous while he was bestify 
]ng. Dnrrant's reply was nob hoard, bub 
tho district attorney heard King's question, 
and when tho case is taken up again intends 
to ask bim whab ho meant by ib, He will 
«39 aubjeoted to as severe a cross-examina- 
tion by the prosecution aa by the defenoe. 
Ib Is said that the prosecution believes 
King ie trying to shield Durrant and has nob 
iold all he knows. Thoy will try to force 
him to muke further revelations. The case 
went ovor until Friday, oub of consideration 
Jor the religioua belief cf one of the jurore. 

SEATTLE, Sopb. 19 — " If Durrant is ao- 
.quitted by the jury the people will mob him 
and then hang him in some publlo place, " 
said H. R. Wall, of Chicago, to a reporter. 

" I havu followed bbat case through with 
groat interest," he continued. " I don'b 
know why I did lb, but I did ib juab the 
3ame. Everybody down there beliovea 
Durranb in guilty. Tho nowspapor men of 
the city, wno have boen at work on tho caao 
from tho day of Durrant'a arroBb, are all of 
tho opinion that ho Bhould awing, and 
while they all try to toll a fair atory in their 
respootive papers, they have a hard timo do- 
ing ib. I waB in San Franciaco on tho firBt 
day of tho trial. I had a friend in tho court 
room and ho aaw that I was takon care of. 
I never saw suoh a ' maddening throng' in 
all my life. Think of thousands of people 
altting In a conrt room day In and day out 
and listening to the examination of jurors. 

" Now that tho trial is on one cannot get 
a seat uuleaa you hang about the court 
house a couple of hours beforo court oon- 
venos. It is a groat case, and 1 think from 
tho ovidenco in the possession of tho police 
that he Bhould bo oonvictod. Thoro aro 
very fow pocplo in San Franciaao who do 
nob think that ho will bo. That jury will 
bring in a verdict of guilty even if the statu 
dooa not mako oub a strong caae. Thoro is 
a atrong fooling everywhere againab tho 
prlaoner." 



NO LENIENCY. 

Edlut of the Emperor of China Ordering the 
Puuishuiout of the Missionary 
Murderers. 

San Francisco, Sopt. 19.— The attitude 
of bho Emperor of China in relation to tho 
reoent outbreaks agaiuab missionaries ia 
shown in an edict recently issued by the 
Emperor, who saya : " Sinoe the opening of 
international oommerce with Weetern cduu 
tries, foreigners hjkvo always resided in the 
inland dlstriota ab peace and harmony with 
their native neighbors, and wo, in our im- 
perial love for both native and foroignor 
alike, havo timo and again commanded our 
high provincial authorities to pay extra 
heed constantly to protoct bho lattor from 
harm. Judgo of our extreme Indignation, 
then, upon hearing recently, first of riota in 
tho capital of Szeohuon, where chapola have 
been dostroyod and burned down by the 
rioters, thereby fanning tho flimou of do- 
atruotlon far and wide, insomuch that a 
number of tub prefectures and dietrlots sim- 
ultaneously followed in tho footatopa of 
Chengtu, and now to roceivo news from 
Fukion reporting thab evil characters have 
murdered and wounded a very largo num- 
ber of foreigners at Kution, going so far in 
their ruthless ferocity aa to murder even 
women and infants. 

" With reforonce to tho Sziohuen riota a 
numbor of the rlotera havo already boen ar- 
rested and will undergo trial, but tho chiefa 
and beads of the Fukion murders are still at 
large, and wo command Pien Pao Chuan 
and Ching Yu ( Tartar gonorala of Fjocbow) 
to Bet to work without delay at the hoad of 
tho military and district ofiioiala and speed- 
ily arrest theso wicked characters, nor shall 
any bo allowed to oacapo tho meshes of the 
law. Indood, it is tho manlfeac duty of the 
local mandarine throughout the ernpiro to bo 
always on the ulert and prevent such worth- 
less oharaotors from manufacturing ecurril- 
oua talea and oxoiting tha populaco ; thoy 
should crush all incipient risings at the 
alighto8t aign. What aort of frivolity and 
indifferocca to duty is this, then, thab has 
broughb aboub all bhoso recenb aorioua out- 
breaks 1 We would also, therefore, com- 
mand tho various Tartar generals, vioeroya 
and governors of tho empire to improeB up- 
on all their subordinates the necessity of 
granting thorough protection to all tho 
chapels, ota. , in thoir diatriota. Thoy aro 
also to isaue proclamations exhort- 
ing the people to abstain from listen- 
ing to scurrilous talos which exoito on- 
founded euaploiona in the breasts of all. 
If there beany who ahall dare to ralBe dis- 
turbances in the future thoy ahall bo at once 
punished with the utmoBb aeverlty of the 
law, and aa to auoh of the local ofEoiala aa 
may UBe subterfuge and craf b to avoid their 
dubleB, thoy ore to be moat severely pun- 
ished and no lenioncy shall be exorcised in 
their caseB. Let these comments be made 
known to all within this empire." 

Llttlo value ia ottachod by foreigners to 
this edicb. Ib is now woll underBtood thab 
the orders of tho Emperor of China havo 
virtually no force outside tho walls of Pe 
king. On several previous occasions edicts 
e 'en more forcibly worded than bhe above 
have emanat.'d from the dragon throne, but 
foreign property and foreign lives remain as 
Insecure as over in the interior of China, It 
is generally believed that the action of the 
British government has fallen far short of 
the requirements of the oooaaion. Instead 
of dispatching a consul to investigate tho 
circumstances conneoted with the Kucheng 
trocitles, the task should have Iven en- 
trusted to a secretary of the legation, and 
instead of a Chinese escort bhe commissioner 
should have been accompanied by 500 red 
coata and bluejicketa.

"BJREAD AND BUTTER." 

Prof. Robertson's Lecture Uutler the 
Auspices of the B. C. Agri- 
cultural Association.

Ic had boon intended that Prof. Robort 
son should lecture in the main building last 
night, but owing to its being very uneuit 
ablo to hoar in, tho dairy building had to 
bo used instoad. Unfortunately tho dairy 
building will not accommodate much of an 
audience, but the best possiblo under tho 
circumstances was made of it. Among thu 
promlnont pooplo preaent wore Hon. Col 
Baker, acting premier ; Mr. Thos. Eirle, 
M.P., and Major Mutter, M.P.P. 

Dr. Milno, preaidont of the agricultural 
association, introduced the speaker of the 
ovening. 

" Tho People's Broad and Butter," was 
the subject upon which Prof. Robertson 
spoke. Ho introduced hia topic humorouBly 
by referring to tho old belief that whenever 
a small boy dropped hie slice cf broad and 
butter it always fell upon the buttered side. 
Now, aa a matter of fact, it did not always 
fill ou the buttered side. He bad 
tried it himaelf pleuty of times and genor 
ally it waB just tho reverse. It was only 
because the email boy remembered tho un 
lucky times and forgot the many times that 
bis slice of broad and butter had escaped 
injury that the bolief arose that the but 
tsred aido always fell downward. So it 
was that, in all the progress we were 
making aa a country, we wero apt to rocall 
all the little misfortunes but forgot our sue 
cesses. 

Propor broad and butter conditiona were 
noceasary for the proper growth of a man. 
Tho half aturved, improperly nourished boy, 
forced by want, might steal and grow into 
nlcrimlnul career, w hereas tho well nourished 
condition wus more favorable to good morals 
as well aa physic.il growth. 

The Professor told a comical story, show- 
ing how pigs resembled men. He hac" 
mixed up families of pigs and found tha 
iIiobo of lh« same family ~bich had been fed 
on woll-balancod food were good natured 
the ill-nourished ones were quarrelsome. So 
it was with men. By largo oharta hung on 
the wall the lecturer explained the chom 
ioal conBtituenta of the human body : 
Water, GO 9 per cent, j albaminoida, 17. 8; 
fats, 15 5 ; carbohydrates, 1, and mineral 
matter, 5 7 ; and showed that foods must be 
regulated to give a proper proportion of 
these constituents. 

He illuatrated by a Bimple method how 
butter was concentrated sunshine, by Bhow 
ing progressively on a ohart how the can's 
action started the germination of tho seed 
which grew into corn, was swallowed by the 
cow and was finally made into butter. 
"Find me a people," he said, "that are 
poorly nuriahod and I find you a people that 
are not good for much." Oatmeal did more 
to make Scotchmen presidents of banks 
than did the shorter catechism. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Another diagram aot out the valuo of cer- 
tain foods, and Prof. Robertson oxprensod 
the opinion that there were peculiarities in 
Canada's soil and climate that would make 
Canadians one of tho greatest of peoples. 
There wero in Canada the makings of a 
wonderful people, and all through the cen- 
turies the Northern nations had prevailed. 
The albuminoids or flesh formers and hydro- 
carbons or heat producers must be proporly 
proportioned in fooda to misko a woll bal- 
anced animal or man. Oatmeal waa one of 
the best bilancod of fooda that oould bo 
swallowed. Rice, he pointed out on a 
diagram, was nob well balanced, as it had 
an excess of albuminoids. Potatoes had 
too littlo albuminoids, but buttermilk with 
potatoes made a food almost as good us oat- 
meal, and that was tho reason no doubt that 
the Irish wero almost as clover aa tho Scotch 
(Laughter.) 

"Beans wore deficient in fats but with pork 
ihey made a woll balanced food, and that 
wus what had Baved the New England 
pooplo. (Liughtor. ) Bread was not well 
balanced itself, but butter made It a well 
balanced foccl, so children Bhould bo allowed 
to butter their bread and if both sidoa were 
buttered ib would do no harm. Five ounceB 
of oatmoal oontained as much nourishment as 
three quarters of a pound of beef, and cost 
throe quart era of a cent ; while iho beef cost 
10 cents. Koonomy did not mean moannete, 
tut the wiBoat ubgs of tho resources at one's 
dhposal. Eaonomy in the uso of foods 
moan the using of the moat nourishing, at 
the leuat) cost, Ho was endeavoring to get 
disseminated through the aohools a knowl- 
edge of tho best fooda and moBt economical, 
bo that children might bo practically taught 
how to live with true economy and to tho 
best advantage. 

Then another diagram was ueod to illus- 
trate the value of tho vital enorgy to bo got 
from various foods. It sot out with groat 
clearneaa tho wonderful auporiority of oat- 
meal over other foods in point of economy 
In concluding, Prof. Roborteon said that 
Canada was one of tho best bread and but- 
ter countries — whoro a man had tho bsBt 
chanco of getting enough to eat for his lulnr. 
Thore wero 17,000 schools in Canada with a 
million school children attondlng them, and 
lb waB essontial that tho achooling should 
bo carefully guarded so that tho 
knowledge acquired oould. bo put to 
a practical mo, Touching on Bovd!; 
Prof. Rebertson said he waB decidedly In 
favor of good healthy literature of this olaaa 
for lb created Ideala which would mako peo- 
ple all the batter for striving to live up to. 

Prof. Robertson alao gave a littlo atten- 
tion to tho newspapers ; ho waa alwaya good 
friends with tho newspapers and valued 
them highly. Tho newspaper waB tho 
greatoab power in the land in forming the 
opinions of the people. A good while ago 
tie pulpit formed tho peoplo'a opinions, now 
it wsb tbo newspapers. Ho wanted to aeo 
moro bread and butter work in the papers, 
A good deal of thinking Bpread over leas 
epaoo in the editorials. He took ib as a 
hopeful sign in Canada thab the farmers 
were taking to the platform, for ho notleed 
thab they wero fair In atatlng their views 
upon a Bubjoot and generally spoke straight 
and to tho point, in oontraat to many other 
public epoakors who appeared more to de- 
sire that people should think what clever I 
felloTva they wore, and, therefore, used fino I 



words and phrases in preference ta dlreob 
speech. \ 

He held that the bread and butter condi- 
tions would send people lo church to be in- 
spired and not to be amused, aa ia often tho 
ouBe now. He concluded his remarks by 
stating that Canadian public men stood well 
in comparison with those of other oountriea. 
Thoy wore on tho whole good men ocoording 
to their lightB, and if thoy ate moro bread 
»nd butter thoy would perhaps have better 
lights. 

A vote of thanks proposed by Hon. 
Col. Baker wos aoconded by Major Mutter, 
and heartily carried. 

FRENCH ARMY REVIEW. 

Significance of the Fresenco of Lending Rus- 
sian Ollicer— Are France and 
Russia Allied V 

Mikecoort, Sept. 1J) — Enormoua crowds 
wltnosaed tho great review to-day of tho 
French army which haB beon mar.<utivring 
during the past week in tho department of 
the VoBgea. The Ruaoiau Gonoral Drag- 
omiroff has been with tho troops throughout 
tho manruvros. To-day Prince Lobanoff, 
Russian minister of foreign alfjir?, joined 
General DrsgomiroiT. Tho presence ot thoso 
two representatives of Russia with tho 
French army iB regarded ub having an ex- 
ceptional significance, and if taken as evi- 
denco of the Czar's desiro to emphasize tho 
existence of the alliance between Russia and 
Franca on military grounds. Princo Loban- 
off is tho oloaeBt confidant of tho Czir 
Nicholas. 

At S o'clook to-day tho troopa wero in 
poBition. Tho foreign cilicors arrived on 
horseback, when the spectators broke out 
into enthueiastic shouts of " Vivo Russio." 
Soon after M. Hanotaux, French minister 
of foieign affairs, and Princo Lobanoff ar- 
rived in a landau, followed by General 
Dragomiroff with General Boisaotto on 
horatbick. Thoir appearance was tho Big- 
nal tor renewed ehouts of " Vive Russie." 
Preaidont Fauro, accompanied by M. Ribot, 
minister of war ; M. Dosnar, minister of 
marine, and numerous other officials, son- 
ators and deputies, arrived and took up 
the positions assigned them on the revlew- 
1 ig Btand. President Fauro then drove 
ulong the lino. 

Among the guoste at tho lunohoon wero 
Prince NlcoIaB, of Greece ; Princo Lobanoff 
and General Dragomiroff. President Fauro 
proposed the toast to the Czsr and tho 
Russian Imporlal family. In tho afternoon 
President Faure proceeded to Fontainebleau 
and M. Hanotaux started for Contrexevillo 
with Prince Lobanoff, who spends three 
weeks there taking the waters and goeB 
thence to Parie, where ho remaina a week. 
At the banquet which waa given on Wed- 
nesday night General Draeomiroff gave the 
following toast : " To Fraternity on the 
Field of Battle, Union in Combat, and to 
the Littlo French Troopa who aomotimoa 
move mo to teara." 

The Times correspondent at Mireoourt, in 
a long dispatch to day points out tho signifi- 
cance of tho presence of Princo Lobanoff, 
Russian minister of foreign affairs, und Gen- 
eral Dragomiroff at the French army man- 
(i-avrea. The correapondont Bays without 
doubt or exaggeration the Czir Nicholas 
commands tho armies of both France and 
Russia. 

An article which will bo published In the 
Times to-morrow from its Paris corres- 
pondent, diBcusslng tho French army 
maco'uvres, Bays : "If during tho last 
twenty-five years the Vosgea have not seen 
such a spootaole aa has just been concluded, 
it is because 'under the reign of Prince 
Bismarck the distrustful and suspicious 
policy of Germany would nob have 
acquiesced in such an event. There was no 
protest to-day, and the two nations aro on a 
footing of absolute equality. This equality 
recovered by France, and recognized by 
Germany, Is not one of the least reaBturing 
symptoms for the lovers of peace through- 
out the world." 




SMUGGLING IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Evident Intention of t lie Government Not to In- 
stitute a Public Prosecution. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Sept. 19.— (Spoclal)— 
Tho board of revenue to-duy began an in- 
quiry Into the charges of smuggling againat 
a number of peraons. They wero compelled 
to this course by the evldonb Intention of the 
government not to inststuto a public prose- 
cution. It iB roportod that a pvblic meet- 
ing, arranged by tho clergymen of the vari- 
ous denominations, will bo hold in a day or 
two to demand thab tho government do its 
duty.

GOLD IN LONDON. 

The Glut of Money Emphasized by tho Bank 
of England Statement. 

New York, Sept. 19.— The Evening 
Poat'a epocial London cablegram saya : — 
The increase of £355,000 in tho Bank of 
England's coin and bullion thia week waa 
due to tho not importa of gold, the detaila 
being £1,077,000 in United Statea coin and 
bar gold bought ; £9G,000 Imported from 
Australia ; £21,000 from China, and £0,000 
from tho Continent; with £300,000 ex- 
ported to Egypt, £20,000 to Malta, acd 
£15,000 to the Capo. Other dopositB 
brought the sum up to £1,. '140,000, thua em- 
phasising tho glut of money. Tho Jewish 
holidays cauaod a dulnesB in all the mar- 
kets but prices olosod generally above the 
loweBt. Americans were quiet, and though 
showing little movement dosed a trifle 
more dullish in tone. No details ara yet 
known of tho second Russo Chinooo loan.
